With the holidays over poli 
tical observers in the nation’s 
captal are taking a look ahead, 
scanning the horizon of 1948, 
Our World Responsibilities 

No one denies that the rela- 
tionships of the nations of the 
world deteriorated seriously in 
1947, Is there hope that 1948 
will eee them come together 
again? Have the teachings of 
the prince of peace taken a 
etrong enough hold on the world 
to assure peace and co-opera: 
tion? These are perhaps the 
most compelling questions in 
many minde as the new year 
opens. One thing has become 
clear, the prosperity and happi- 
ness of all Canadian is bound 
up, perhaps more than that of 
any other people, with the ques- 
tion of peace and world co-op- 
eration. Many wish that this 
were not so and that we could 
shake our responsibilities — but 
most observers here believe 
that Canadians of all parties 
will stand together to do our 
full part in the councils of the 
world 

Canada has a foreign policy 
of its own and all political part- 
ies in parliament appear to be 
unanimous on all major aspects 
of the policy It is a policy that 
seeks friendship co-operation 

- and trade with. all inations - .of 
the world regardless of their 
ideologies or political complex- 
ion. It is based on a firm belief 
in the good faith of our closest 
neighbors Great Britain and the 
United States. We hope that 
1948 will bring reasons for a 
like belief in the good faith of 
other great powers, 


Our Trade Possibilities 

Our outlook for trade, which 
brings prosperity to all our peo- 
ple, is more pleasant to review 
and comes second in_ import- 
ance in the minds of observers, 

Tho Geneva trade agreement 
went into effect on New Years 
day. Channels of trade are not 
established quickly nor do they 
change casily. For this reason 
observers expect the most favor 
able effect of the 
to show itself in the latter half 
of the year. As soon as the 
agreements are ratified by na- 
tions making up 85 percent of 
the foreign trade of all the neg- 
otiating countries the “Interna- 
tional Trading Organization” 
will bg cet up as a separate

One cannot overestimate the 
connection between world trade 
and peace. Nations who mutual- 
ly benefit by trade are not like- 
ly to lose thie benefit by going 
io war, For this reason one of 
the most hopeful signs on the 
horizon is the announcement o° 
the completion of a trade agree- 
ment between Great Britain 
and Russia. 
Canada's Program 
Perhaps a third item in many 
minds here as they look forward 
to 1948 is the benefit that will 
be brought to Canada by people 
from other parts of the world. 
In 1947 36,500 people from 
the British Isles settled in Can- 
ada. In addition 9,000 displaced 
persons and refugees 
brought here’This_ result was 
obtained in spite of 
shipping shortages and it is ex- 
pected that 1948 will show a 
great increase in the immigra- 
tion of selected people.

This 
gives us security and insurance’, His co- 
operative favoured continuance of open 
markets and “‘futures’’ trading. Therefore 
his directors had unanimously approved of 
his attendance at the Congressional hearing 
to Sapiens their wish that this satisfactory 
outlet for their grain be continued in 
operation. eee 


Remember—his co-operative mem- 
bers received double the price co-oper- 
ative members got in Canada, where 
the wheat price is controlled by 
Government, 


Mr. Roy Crawford, General 
Manager of a large Kansas Co- 
operative with 250 locals said, 


“The “futures’’ market of the Grain Ex- 
changes (in our case principally Kansas 
City and to some extent Chicago) are vital 
cogs in the marketing machinery of the 
present distributive system which we use in 
disposing of the farmers’ grain’’. 


Mr, Crawford said his members did not 
favour closing what is sometimes called 
“The Speculative Market’’ because, he 
added, 


“The speculator gives to their markets, 
breadth and liquidity and that the grain 
“Futures” market provides buying power by 
concentrating in one general market place, 
demand from all sources, including the 
Millers, the Processors, domestic dealers, 
exporters—and the individual risk dealers 
or &peculators.’’ 


Speaking in St. Louis recently, 
John Hl. Davis, Executive Vice- 
President of National Council 
of Co-operatives, said, 


“The principle role of government in a 
long-range agricultural policy should be to 
assist in research, education and adjust- 
ment. We should depend on free enterprise 
to provide the markets. We can’t call it a 
free market when the government maintains 
production restrictions and price controls 
on agricultural products. The govern- 
ment’s function of adjustment is maintain- 
ing the mechanism of controls and subsidies 
for us in an emergency such as occurred in 
1933. However, we hope to stay as far 


away as possible from restriction of pro- 
duction and subsidizing of prices.”
